REPORT TO THE Town of West Rutland 

In previous years this department annually notified each 
town of the charges that had been assessed against their com- 
munity for their local share of State operated welfare programs. 
These tabulations were for the purpose of assisting in the audit of 
town records and were usually included in the Town Reports as 
being informative and of interest to the local citizenry. The 
enactment by the General Assembly of the Social Welfare Act 
of 1967 eliminated sharing in State welfare costs at the local level 
and consequently, the basis for our report to the towns. 

In lieu of this report on town sharing of State welfare pro- 
gram costs, we thought it would be appropriate to annually notify 
each town and city of the amounts spent and people aided in each 
locality under the various programs of the Vermont Department 
of Social Welfare. With this thought in mind, systems are being 
initiated to collect and tabulate welfare data on this basis* At 
this time, programming to accomplish this type of reporting has 
not been fully implemented, but we wish to share with you as 
much data about welfare expenditures in your community as is 
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available, Next year the data collection system should be com* 
plete. 

Now we are able to report for the last six months of 196ft 
on amounts of money paid to money payment recipients in your 
town and monthly average number of recipients for the same 
period. This is as follows:

The above figures do not include money payment, recipients 
residing in nursing homes or mental hospitals as there does not 
appear to be a fair way of assigning a town of residence to these 
people. 

In addition, medical vendor payments for the calendar year 
190S totalled approximately 39,440,000 (more than one- third of 
ail department expenditures); payments in behalf of committed 
children totalled approximately §1,085,000 fora monthly average 
of 1,440 children; and general assistance payment obligations 
assumed by the State for the three month period, October through 
December 196ft ? were approximately $81,000. No doubt residents 
of your community were numbered among those who benefited 
by these expenditures.

ANNUAL REPORT 
TOWN OF WEST RUTLAND 


Geoffrey Graham, Superintendent 

Let us think a while about children* They are the reasons 
your schools exist, no matter what the grade level, nor where the 
school is located, nor who runs it. 

First, there are more pupils in school than at any time in 
about 30 years, since Depression times. Second, there are more 
requirements in instructional areas than ever before . . more 
subjects to explore, and much more for pupils to learn in each 
area* 

Third, more than 1> out of 10 students remain in school totia 1 
through 1- grades— a much higher number than 30 years ago, 
when it was probably 5 or (i out of 10 who stayed in school beyond 
8th grade. Those who used to drop out find present courses 
poorly suited to their needs. School curricula are still basically 
for college bound students* That is grossly unfair to the others. 

Fourth, what the world wants graduates to do, or be able 
to do, has changed greatly. It s a bigger world, a broader world, 
a to ugh e r-to-survi v e-i n world. You know that* We all know it; 
then why do we play Poly anna with our schools? 

Fifth, and by far the most important: the emphasis today 
is on recognizing that each pupil is different from every other 
pupil — just as no two of your own children are alike (even twins). 
Teachers and administrators are being encouraged — and how 
wonderful this is! — to think of each pupil as he is, distinctively 
individual. Thus, what one pupil should have the chance to 
learn should not always be just the same as what any or every 
other pupil has the chance to learn. This can mean also that he 
might learn the same things, but at different times. 

Many children need extra help. Today's world is not an 
easy one on their parents, and these difficulties rub off on the 
children. Some need food and clothing. Some need special class 
situations, either because learning is quite difficult for them, or 
perhaps because it comes so much more easily than it does for 
others* Some children are ready for school at 5; some are not 
yet ready at age 7, Some are artistic, some are not* Some excel 
with numbers, some with words. Some bring severe emotional 
problems to school with them* 



Xow, added to these points involving the pupils, is the fact 
that your teaching corps is different. Teachers today (in most 
cases) start with at least a four year college degree; but they do 
not stop there, for summers are frequently spent taking addi- 
tional course work and many teachers are also enrolled in courses 
offered in the fall and spring semesters. And they are on the 
move. Far fewer come back home after college to spend the rest 
of their lives in the old home town. But then, these qualities are 
part of many professions and businesses, part of many lives, are 
they not? 

So what does this lead up to? Ah! Just one more point or 
two, please! Then it will all be tied together. Would you say t hat 
West Rutland really welcomes change? Or, does it depend on 
what it is that changes? Perhaps 1. v. has been welcomed, along 
with better stoves, new refrigerators and freezers instead of the 
old ice boxes. New cars. Being up-to-date in ownership of those 
items is essential. Somehow, changes in the schools, only recently 
attempted in West Rutland, have had wide and deep reactions, 
with broad suspicions that modernizing the curriculum, as well 
as the building, is not essential for your boys and girls. 

Why? Is it only the increases in cost? Is it partly from a 
desire to hang on tightly to the security of a well-remembered 
institution? Is it partly because too few citizens today have the 
time and the opportunity to become familiar with what does 
make up the new look in education? Is that why many people 
find it difficult to realize that schools, or more especially what 
goes on within them, have changed as much as kitchens, dens, 
playrooms, patios, automobiles and bowling lanes? 

That is nothing to take offense over! We in education do 
not know just how computers have simplified procedures in 
banking, nor how new Supreme Court rulings have changed the 
law. We can't judge new drills the dentists use, except from the 
patient s seat, nor how insurance policies and coverages must be 
modernized. And on and on, within each occupation. Blit, we do 
know a surprising amount about what s happening in the field of 
education. Why not encourage, rather than discourage, the use 
of that know-how? 

Since von employ a school superintendent and a school 
principal and qualified teachers, it would seem sensible to call 
upon the specialized knowledge they have, and to make good use 
of it. Final decisions, it is true, are made by the taxpayer; that 
is exactly as it should be. Xo question about that! But the 
knowledge of people* who have spent years studying education 


should lie sought out and used, ll should be accepted and given 
greater belief than should the opinions of people who have spent 
their lives in other fields, and whose principal knowledge about 
schools is simply that they went to school once upon a time . , . 
and perhaps not into the high school years at that. 

The task before West Rutlanders, it seems to this observer, 
is to find, first of all, a sense of purpose, a set of goals for the 
community. The next step would be to begin to welcome the 
future, for it happens upon us each new day! If is necessary to 
let go of the past, even a bit at a time. 

The cigarette add says b Td rather fight than switch! ' 
During four and one-half years as your superintendent, that 
slogan seems to sum up the town’s attitude toward the school. 
Townspeople would rather fight to serve the past than switch to 
the present or be ready for the future. 

Loyalty is wonderful! Friends and families could not exist 
without deep loyalties. The West Rutland P T A has a loyalty 
to the school which is remarkable, and which helps it to become, 
in my experience, one of the state's most successful. The turn- 
outs for Little League, for football and basketball, for Christmas 
programs, etc., are very frequently excellent. Thus, townspeople 
are loyal. 

This is loyalty for the teams, the actors, the players. For 
pupils. Let’s emphasize that loyalty to boys and girls, and 
lessen the loyalty to the school building itself. Thus the final 
suggestion from this corner to townspeople who have so many 
wonderful boys and girls, young people who deserve your 
loyalty and your respect, is to switch your loyalty from a fight 
to keep education as it has always been in your 40 year old school 
building, to a loyalty focused on serving a deserving student body. 

Remember, they w ill live all their lives in the future. It, is 
important that they be ready for it. Although it is late, you can 
switch, and fight — for better schools. Listen to the professionals 
you are already employing. Good luck!

Nurse was Mrs. Nancy Davis, School Nurse, was Mrs, Esther 
Nelson; Recorder was Airs. Robert Kupferer* The following 
immunization was given, 32 re-vaccinations and 8 diphtheria and 
tetanus boosters* 

On May 8, 1968, through 20, completed checking I he High 
School students* 

On May 21, 1968, a clinic was held at Alain St* School; Dr. 
Emily Perkins was the attending physician, Public Health Nurse 
was Airs* Nancy Davis, School Nurse was Mrs, EstherNelson* 


Recorder was Mrs, Robert Kupferer and helper was Mrs. Robert 
Wener. There were 71 children who took advantage of this clinic. 
The following immunisations were given: 49 re-vaccinations, 5 
first vaccinations, 39 diphtheria and tetanus boosters, -5 Oral 
Sabin type III, 1 tri valent booster. This completes all clinics for 
the school year. 

On June 3, 1968. through 10th, the nurse worked on perman- 
ent records. 

On June 7, 196N, a make up Oral Sabin clinic was held, 3 Tri- 
valent boosters, 2 tvpe III and 6 type I were given. 

On Sept. 4, 1968, school opened with a full session. There 
were 637 students registered in the Main St. School, St. Stanis- 
laus. and the Kindergarten. 

On September G, 1968, permission slips for vitamins were 
sent home at Main Street School On September 12, 1968, dental 
permission slips were sent home at Main St. School On Septem- 
ber 20 t permission slips for vitamins and the dental program 
were sent home at St, Stanislaus School 

Vitamins are distributed to all the grades; any child receives 
these vitamins if his parents so desire. These vitamins are 
furnished by the Parent-Teacher Association. Pre-school children 
also have the advantage of these vitamins. 

On September 30, 1968, the Dental Program started with 
Mrs. Margaret Randall R.D.H. as our Dental Hygienist. 

On October 3, 1968, Audiometric testing was started. One 
student was found to have a hearing loss. The parents were called 
and an appointment was made with the Re-Habilitation Center.

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REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 


Regional Planning is a fact in the State of Vermont and The Rutland 
Regional Planning Commission (RRPC) is no exception. Of the 27 communi- 
ties eligible to join, 20 have already done so thus forming a viable unit. 

The formal work program of the RRPC has actually been underway only 
since July of 190S when contracts were signed with the State and Federal 
government. Prior to that date, the full time Director was paid from state 
funds and retained for the purpose of maintaining community eligibility for 
certain Federal grants. 

The RRPC has a host of responsibilities. First, it is the body of local 
representatives who can create a Regional plan which considers how to cope 
with past happenings and future needs and provides a logical framework 
within which each community can relate for its own well being. Since the 
RRPC has no authority to implement this plan, it also develops local plans 
in conjunction with each community. The local community can then carry 
out those phases of the plan as it sees helpful or necessary. Resides this dual 
function of local and regional coordination, the RRPC has a small technical 
stuff and a consultant to help out on purely local planning problems. 

Since its inception, the RRPC has held meetings concerning such sub- 
jects as highways, taxation policies, present and projected population, land 
use controls for orderly development, water and sewer facilities, etc. In the 
future, subjects will range from how to keep Vermont’s good farm land and 
how to reduce the cost of providing services to how to preserve the “Vermont 
scene” and yet progress economically. A prevailing concept is sure to be that 
“Bigger is not automatically better.” 

The RRPC is now rotating its regular monthly meeting from town to 
town. This will help to stress the true regional nature of the organization and 
permit each to learn more about the problems and opportunities of the other. 

Since signing the two-year planning contract in July, the RRPC has had 
a 1500 scale base map showing topography, roads, streams and water bodies 
prepared for each member. The staff has completed most of its goal of driving 
every road and marking down all laud uses such as farms, residences, busi- 
nesses, etc, and t heir condition. Such information, in map form, will be of great 
value to a community in formulating a correct idea concerning its assets and 
problems. Approximately one-half of the region has been mapped as regards 
buildable slopes, steep slopes and flood prone arejis. The staff is in the process 
of interviewing community officials to find out detailed information such as 
number, age and residents of mobile and conventional homes, legal status of 
roads (as it relates to future maintenance), exact present-day population, 
numbers of non-resident land owners, etc. During such interviews as these, 
the Commission has an opportunity to learn much about what is needed most 
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m a particular community. These needs can then he incorporated into the 
plan and priorities set up. 

Many of the region's communities have been declared eligible for in- 
creased Federal grants through the process of RRPC review. One received a 
sum of money equal to approjdmately forty t imes the two-year R it PC ' assess- 
ment. 

The RRPC has reviewed proposed electric transmission line rights-of-way 
to pinpoint any possible objections in order to correct them in the early stages; 
designated a Legislation Committee to review and eventually to propose 
legislation of help to the region; discussed the role of mobile homes in the 
future residential st ructure of the community; worked with the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service toward the completion of a Generalised Soils Map; coordinated 
with other public agencies to help the region, etc. 

If a particular communi I y has not yet felt individual benefits of Regional 
Planning, that is not unusual considering the newness of the program. As the 
planning process evolves and as communication between the RRPG and 
your town develops, we would predict a future relationship of mutual benefit. 
We are finding that benefits are generally proportional to interest expressed 
and participation brought forth. There is only one Vermont* let's work to- 
gether to keep it,
